CHARACTERISTICS 

A vitreous, ceramic glazed finish is fused at 
high temperatures to a de-aired Clarion fireclay 
body in Hanley’s patented gas-fired tunnel kilns. 

ABSORPTION 

The body absorption of Hanley glazed brick 
and tile approximates 5%, considered ideal 
according to the best standards of masonry. 
This absorption rate eliminates sliding of the 
brick during laying and provides an efficient 
suction bond. 

FINISH 

Hanley’s technical research over many years 
has produced a close process control which 
insures a permanent glazed finish that will 
retain its “new look” years after installation. 


All glazes are thoroughly tested for resistance 
to crazing, and Hanley ceramic installations 
have never had a failure. 

All Hanley glazed products withstand the 
autoclave test as recommended by the A.S.T.M. 
and U.S. Bureau of Standards. 

GRADING 

Standards of A.S.T.M. are closely followed. 

PACKING 

All Hanley Glazed Tile units are packed in 
paperboard shippers with separators, unless 
otherwise requested.
